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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
As presently stated in the claims, the step of "focusing on the data field" can be interpreted in various broad meanings, wherein the step 
of a user focusing in on a data field, may involve clicking on the field or choosing the field and then possibly choosing additional buttons 
such as the "help" button as is done in Stadler, wherein all of these steps would fall under "focusing on the data field". With response to 
Applicant's arguments that there is no motivation for combining Stadler, Childress and Jellinek. Stadler provides the basis of providing 
tip information based on focusing on specific data fields, wherein both Jellinek and Childress which also deal with providing tip 
information thereby showing analogous inventions, with Jellinek and Childress teaching further tip and field information tactics that would 
prove useful and advantageous in Stadler's tip displaying. All three inventions, clearly have much in common with tip information being 
displayed for distinct fields, with the tip information being error corrections as in Childress and the placement of the tips in Jellinek both 
being minor manipulations that is obvious in view of Childress and Jellinek for combining with Stadler.
